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DETAILED ACTION 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Mr. Kevin Drucker on April 8, 2009. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 1, third clause for step (a) sub-step 2):

2. Claims 1 , 2, 4-1 4 and 1 7-1 9, wherein claims 1 , 1 2, 1 7, 1 8 and 1 9 are 
Independent claims, are allowed. 



3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Instant invention is generally drawn to uniquely identified mechanisms of 
allocating working and restoration capacities of links in a telecommunications network. 

In previous Office Action of 1/9/2008, claims 12-14, 17, 18 and 19 were allowed 
and reasons for allowance given. Said allowance is maintained herein for the same 
reasons for allowance. 

Also, said previous Office Action, Independent claim 1 was rejected and 
Applicant filed Appeal Brief. A review of the claimed features in claim 1 shows that the 
Examiner's Amendment presented above shall overcome the prior arts. With Applicant's 
agreement and authorization of said Examiner's Amendment, Independent claim 1 
becomes allowable as well, for the limitation of (underlined below): 

Claim 1 , ... 2) for each link, the sum of the working capacity and the restoration capacity, as a 
whole, shared by the set of one or more detour paths is, at most, a total capacity of the link . . . 

It is hereby noted that the applied arts throughout the examination of instant 
invention failed to anticipate above underlined feature or render the same obvious, 
especially requiring constraining working and restoration capacities, as a whole , within a 
total capacity. Therefore, Claim 1, as amended, together with its dependent claims 2, 3 
and 4-11, is allowed. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
